Water and sewer rates 
may jump 35% next year 


BELLE GLADE - Three of Belle Glade's city com- 
missioners agreed in a workshop session Tuesday night that 
an increase of around 35 percent in water and sewer rates is 
almost a certainty. J 

City Finance Director Frank Anderson told Mayof Tom 
Altman and Commissioners Ralph Kirk and Claude Tindall 
that the city has little choice in the matter. 

Anderson noted that the sewer and water funds have been 
running a deficit of more than $200,000 annually for the past 
several years and because of this, bonding difficulties have 
arisen. 

Anderson noted some of the reasons for the deficit in the 
water and sewer funds in the past several years were large in- 
creases in electric rates, increasing costs for chemicals and 
the shut-down of Quaker Oats each summer, a major city 
water user. 

The deficit has been made up from the Replacement and 


— Rehabilitation (R&R) funds and from federal revenue 


sharing and other federal money. 

But because of the deficits, the city's water and sewer 
bondholders have “grown concerned that the city could 
default on bond payments. 

Anderson said he had been on the telephone almost con- 
stantly since Monday discussing the problem with various 
bondholders and had explained the situation to them. 

He noted that the city has пеуег defaulted іп а bond 
payment and that 16 would continue to meet its obligations. 
The bondholders were told that the R&R funds were used to 
make up the deficit because they had not been used for 
anything else for many years. 

However, said: Anderson, although the bondholders 
seemed satisfied with the explanation, the grading system 
for bonds could be effected because the city does not “break 
еуеп” on water and sewer rates. 

Anderson said it was felt the city's bonds would be given 
an "investment" grade but the grade could possibly be im- 
proved if the city raised its water and sewer rates. 

A lower graded bond will cost the city more in interest, he 
said. This would affect future bond sales. | 

Anderson said what was needed was a direction from the 
commission on the rate question. He noted he would be in 


Chamber building site okayed 


BELLE GLADE-The Belle Glade 
City Commission and the.Chamber 
of Commerce Board of Directors 
agreed Tuesday night to a new site 
for the proposed. Chamber building 
in the Municipal Complex. 

The old location for the building 
was to be on the corner of Avenue 
E and Main Street, but Mayor Tom 
Altman said he was still not in 
favor of that site because of limited 
access. 

On a map of the complex, he 
pointed out the site he preferred, 
the area off Municipal Drive on the 
east side of City Hall facing Main. 

Fred Johns, Chamber Building 
Committee chairman, presented a 
map of the old location and after 
discussion about it, including the 
city’s okay to a drive and parking 
area, the tide of the discussion 
turned toward the new site. « 

Commissioner Ralph Kirk 
agreed with Altman that the other 
site was better and Chamber 
directors Charlie Trammell, Dale 
Stapp and John Turnbull -asked 
about parking апа accéss'off Main 
and were told there was plenty 
available, including on-road park- 
ing oh Main. 

"In anticipation of this," said 
John, "we had another plan drawn 
up" and produced another drawing 
showing the proposed building in 
the new location. d 

After further discussion, the 
commission and chamber decided 
the new location would be more 
desirable and agreed to go ahead 
with the second set of plans. 

The proposed building is 25x56 
feet and will be built by the city 
with the Chamber paying $150 per 
month rent until the-building’s cost 


‘is paid out. 


The commission noted the 
design of the building would blend 
with other buildings in the com* 


plex. 

In still another building discus- 
sion, the commission tentatively 
agreed to budget another $15,000 
this year to be included with the 
$15,000 budgeted last year for

The library would also be

Belle Glade's water and sewer rates are the lowest in the 
area, Sanders noted. 

The rate increase will be proposed during the upcoming 
budget retreat, scheduled to be held July 22 and 23.
